EIGHTH NATIONAL 
DENOMINATION JOINS CNBC 


The Congress of National Black Churches, Inc. 
(CNBC), in a statement released recently, 
announced that the African Methodist Episcopal 
Zion (A.M.E.Z.) Church, a national religious 
body with 1.2 million members, has joined the 
coalition of seven major national denominations 
which comprise CNBC’s membership. 

In a letter to the leadership of the A.M.E.Z.’s, 
Bishop William Graves, CNBC’s chairman 
stated, “We rejoice in having the A.M.E.Z’s join 
CNBC’s coalition as well as in the fact that for 
the first time the eight historically black 
denominations have been brought together in an 
ecumenical coalition to address common con- 
Cems: 

CNBC founded in 1978 and headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., is the nation’s largest coalition 
of historic black denominations: African 
Methodist Episcopal, African Methodist 
Episcopal Zion, Christian Methodist Episcopal, 
Church Of God In Christ, National Baptist 
Convention of America, Inc., National Baptist 
Convention, USA, Inc., National Missionary 
Baptist Convention of America, and Progressive 
National Baptist Convention, Inc. Together these 
denominations represent 65,000 churches and a 
membership of more than 19 million people. 
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As a non-profit organization, CNBC provides 
the opportunity for program efforts which may 
be achieved more effectively together than by 
any single denomination. CNBC currently 
operates four national programs which have the 
following areas of emphasis: the black family, 
leadership development for ministers, anti-drug 
campaign and economic development. 

While commenting of the importance of having 
the eight denominations in a coalition, the 
executive director of CNBC, Reverend H. 
Michael Lemmons, said, “In concept and 
practice, CNBC constitutes the most promising 
and powerful idea for the empowerment of our 
communities.”

The letter which Sister Darlene Coleman 
presented is an example of classic thought, as it 
pertains to the dilemma we saints find ourselves. 
Questions of various rights and how the 
conventions of law equate those rights along the 
broad spectrum of society will always create 
conversation. Classically, rights are granted to 
every living individual simply because they 
possess life. One’s station in life should have no 
fundamental bearing on one’s right to peaceful 
existence. Naturally, this implies a right to life. 
Essentially, in this society we live, these rights 
are guaranteed by the constitution and enforced 
by the proper authorities. 

Groups seeking to gain the same rights must 
employ political methods to secure rights, 
because the genesis of human rights have been 
defined in terms of human systems rather than 
moral thought. Consequently, homosexuals have 
parlayed their personal choice of living 
homosexual into a political posture. Likewise, 
people who obviously are decent but poorly 
informed have jumped on the band wagon and 
now pressure for the euphonistically known “pro 
choice.” In actuality, pro choice is an expression 
of selfishness and the desire to play God. Pro 
Choice is Pro Abortion and therefore has become 
the tool and cry for wholesale murder of the 
innocent. I will not debate the specifics of your 
letter, but will suggest that the world need 
consider the real foundation for correct 
philosophical thought: morals.

THE URGENT CRY — FREEDOM AND JUSTICE IN EVERY 


San Diego is not far from Los Angeles and the 
week of devastation and destruction in Los 
Angeles was deeply felt here. To meet the 
outraged cry, St. Stephen’s Church Of God In 
Christ and community members met to share the 
reactions of “sadness, hurt, frustration, anger and 
fears.” While we deplore the absence of justice 
in our society that lead to the deplorable and 
devastating experiences of an unforgettable week 
in Los Angeles and in various cities throughout 
the nation, we weep, we grieve, we hurt, we cry, 
and we consider the irretrievable loss of lives in 
this present day. We also deplore the destruction 
of property and of businesses that lost their lifes 
investments and savings. We also understand that 
many people perceive there are social, economic, 
and spiritual factors that give them a sense of 
hopelessness. 

We all agree that the Rodney King verdict was 
the spark that ignited the fire and protest that went 
on in Los Angeles, San Francisco, Atlanta, and 
other parts of the nation. We also understand a 
worldwide movement on the part of those who 
have been left out and shut out who are crying 
for access and participation in the meaningful 
enterprise of living. The people who became 
lawless and destructive in the cities were not only 
reacting to the Rodney King verdict, they were 
reacting to the fact that in some communities 
more than 50% of the black males are unemployed 
and the prisons are full. They were reacting to a 
system that can find money to build new prisons, 
but cannot find money to provide employment 
for those who are incarcerated. They were reacting 
to men who were in prison for over 15 years after 
being framed by police officers. They were 
reacting to light sentences given to people of non- 
color for serious offenses and heavy sentences 
given African-Americans and other minorities for 
insignificant offenses. 

How tragic it is that the verdict that the jury 
gave was an irresponsible and outrageous verdict. 
For it is clear in the minds of most people who 
were acquainted with the Rodney King case, that 
they had peacefully and patiently waited for more 
than a year for the verdict to come and condemn 
this obvious lawlessness that the officers had 
demonstrated. It was the disappointment and the

hurt that led to the anger and the lawlessness, 
when the jury, instead of condemning lawlessness 
by the police officers, approved and sanctioned 
lawlessness. Many people who are hurting, for 
instance, the unemployed for whom the system 
has not worked, received the message that 
lawlessness was being approved by those in 
power. This perception led to a sense of 
hopelessness and despair. If the police chief in 
Los Angeles had acted responsibly and taken clear 
action, things would have been different. 

It is important that local businesses, ministers, 
and people with responsibility be commended for 
seeking ways to channel their anger so that 
destruction would not result in our communities. 
The people who came to meetings held at St. 
Stephen’s Church Of God In Christ, The Catfish 
Club, Glen Rock Methodist Church, in San Diego 
and other community gatherings held as much 
anger and hostility and a desire to disrupt the 
common cause of life in the community as there 
was in Los Angeles. But San Diego and other 
communities had voices of responsibility that 
came down on the side of justice and righteous- 
ness, including the Mayor, the Police Chief, the 
City Manager, Business Leaders, Ministers, 
Pastors, and other community activists. There was 
common agreement that “justice was denied by 
that verdict.” The police officers were clearly in 
violation of that victim’s civil rights. San Diego’s 
community and its leadership stands for justice 
even though it is denied in many instances. San 
Diego’s community and its leadership stands for 
justice even though it is denied in many instances. 

I believe that our nation can become a more 
just society. Let’s acknowledge that the Church 
and other spiritual communities must be 
necessary participants in helping to heal the 
“social and personal sin” of racial division and 
by activating God’s Commandment to love our 
neighbor. Secondly, all people of goodwill must 
take “bold action: and become “bridgebuilders” 
over “racial and economic gulfs.” This would be 
accomplished by seeking out and developing 
relationships with poor people and creating “non- 
paternalistic” liaisons between city, suburban, 
and possibly rural churches. This requires 
personal involvement. A third requirement is to 


“change our view of compassion.” The poor must 
be taught to handle responsibility and have 
Ownership and not become dependents. 
Indigenous leaders must be developed through 
mentoring and partnership. Further, we must 
Hceverse ithe desertion of leadership; the 
breakdown of the family structure, and the exodus 
of the professionals from the poor communities. 
Those who can, must become life preservers to 
those who would depart by providing “prayer 
(support), skills, and resources. 

In the aftermath of the riots, we must address 
the problem of the injustices of our public 
education system where 40-50% of our young 
people, in the urban communities, are being 
pushed out of school or drop out because of 
neglect. Developing a need for an educational 
policy that attracts excellent teachers and 
programs designed for this area somehow escapes 
us. 

We must also take this time to deal with another 
problem that relates to red-lining of the minority 
community by banks and the absolute failure of 
banks and financial institutions to provide 
services. to responsible agencies who attempt to 
give services and help those deprived and under- 
privileged people of this community. We must 
change this policy that allows banks and other 
institutions to deny access to black businesses 
and churches simply because we are in an area 
where the decision of those in power is that we 
do not deserve justice and that we do not deserve 
access to resources. 

Martin Luther King once said that “riots (are) 
the language of the unheard.” Many of the poor 
and many minorities in our country experience 
blatant racism and injustice everyday. There is 
the sense that neither the justice system, nor 
educational system, economic system, nor health 
and welfare system work effectively for them. 
The urgent cry from the powerless and unheard 
is for freedom and justice in every system for all!

The Board of Trustees of Interdenominational 
Theological Center have announced the 
appointment of the Reverend Dr. Calvin S. Morris 
as its new Vice President for Academic Affairs/ 
Academic Dean, effective July 1. Dr. Morris is 
former associate professor of Pastoral Theology 
and director of Ministries in Church and Society 
at Howard University School of Divinity in 
Washington, D.C. He replaces Dr. David T. 
Shannon, who was recently installed as President 
of Andover Newton Theological School in 
Newton Centre, MA. 

In making the selection of Dr. Morris, ITC’s 
President James H. Costen said, “It is quite 
difficult to fine African American scholars to fill 
essential faculty and administrative posts in 
theological seminaries today. Interdenomina- 
tional Theological Center is fortunate and quite 
pleased to have attracted so highly qualified a 
person as Calvin Morris He brings to us many 
years of diversified service, sixteen of which have 
been in theological education. By disposition, 
academic achievement and vision, he is 
imminently qualified to develop further the 
quality program of theological education that 
characterizes ITC.” 

A native of Philadelphia, Dr. Morris is a 
graduate of Lincoln University with a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in American History. From Boston 
University, he received the Master of Arts, the 
Bachelor of Sacred Theology (from Boston’s 


School of Theology) and the Doctor of Philosophy 
degree. 

For the past 16 years, Dr. Morris has taught at 
Howard Divinity School, first as assistant 
professor of Practical Theology and Director of 
Field Education to currently serving as associate 
professor of Pastoral Theology and director of 
Ministries in Church and Society. Prior to going 
to Howard, he was executive director of the 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Center for Social Change 
in Atlanta. Dr. Morris has also taught at Simmons 
College (Boston) and served as visiting lecturer 
at the College of Urban Development at Michigan 
State University. 

Dr. Morris’s works are widely published and 
include the book Black Advocate of the Social 
Gospel published in 1990 by University Press of 
America.

WHAT IS THE

Dr. Archie D. Headen, pastor and founder, of 
the Refreshing Spring Church Of God In Christ, 
recently celebrated the 53rd church anniversary. 
The church is located in the suburbs of 
Washington, D.C. at 6200 Riverdale Road, 
Riverdale, Maryland. 

The service included remarks by three senior 
members of the board of trustees, who gave a 
brief overview of the church from its beginning 
to the present. Special recognition was given to 
all members who have served under the leadership 
of Dr. Headen 45 years or more, by the board of 
trustees, for their loyalty of faithful service and 
dedication to the church. 

The highlight of the service was words of 
inspiration by Dr. Headen (now confined to a 
wheel chair) as he spoke to the congregation 
concerning UNITY. He urged the members to 
strive for oneness; in Spirit, mind and purpose. 
He recalled some past experiences during the 
early years of his ministry, when he was 
discouraged by friends and mocked by the 
gainsaying of others. But in spite of it all God 
gave him the victory. He concluded by singing 
“My soul looked back and wondered how I got 
over.” 

Dr. Headen came to Washington, D.C. from 
the state of North Carolina. As a young minister, 
he served under the leadership of the late Elder 
Frank Cannon, pastor of a COGIC church here 
in the city. In 1939, he was Divinely commanded 
by God to start a church. In obedience to God’s 
word he started out by faith, not knowing where 
he was going, just following the leading of the 
Lord. He boarded a street car (city transportation 
at that time) going eastward. When he came to 
a place called Deanwood he was led to get off 
the street car and walk north. He saw a woman 


standing on the street and asked her if she knew 
where he could find a place to open a church. 
She directed him to the owner of a two story 
building on an unpaved side street. He acquired 
the second floor of that building, and after 
receiving the key he went in, prayed and dedicated 
it unto the Lord. In that upper room the church 
was Started, and he held his first service. Service 
was held regularly thereafter. Sunday School 
began at 9:30 A.M., morning worship at 11:00 
A.M., Young People Willing Workers (YPWW) 
at 6:30 P.M. and evening service at 8:00 PM. 
There was also Tuesday and Friday night service. 

These services continued for one year with no 
members, only he and God. In spite of 
discouragement by friends and the gainsaying of 
others, he remained faithful with assurance that 
the Lord would send labourers into the vineyard. 
After one year he began to fellowship a few 
members and under his leadership they fasted and 
prayed together, doing whatever their hands could 
find to do to help carry on the Lord’s work. 

Dr. Headen is not only a man of great faith, 
but also a man with a vision. Where there is no 
vision the people perish (Proverbs 29:18). In 1942 
he was inspired to build a church. This was during 
World War II when there was a decline in the 
economy and building supplies were limited. 
With only a few members and a small amount of 
finance, he purchased the adjoining site and began 
to build. He became ill while building and was 
hospitalized for a short time, but did not give up. 
He knew that the Lord would provide whatever 
means necessary to get the job done. In 1944 the 
building was completed and they moved in. He 
is the first minister of the brotherhood, in the 
Washington/Metropolitan area, to build a church 
from the ground. 

Because of his great leadership, Dr. Headen 
can be regarded as a 20th century Moses. As a 
shepherd he led the members of his fold from a 
small wooden building on an unpaved street in 
the Deanwood section of Washington, to a 
beautiful brick edifice that sets on a hill in 
Riverdale, Maryland. He has watched the 
membership increase from one to approximately 
fifteen hundred. His ministry has expanded 
throughout America as well as to some foreign 
countries. Forty one ministers and eighty 
missionaries received their calling through his 
ministry. Two have become bishops; thirteen are 
pastors; some are fulltime traveling evangelists; 
many are part-time evangelists and others are 
helping to carry on the Lord’s work wherever 
there is a need. 

Although he is confined to a wheel chair, Dr. 
Headen continues to have a vision. It is our hope 
that some day it will become a reality as well. 

We are blessed to have such a great leader.
